A single means claim, i.e., where a means recitation does not appear in 
combination with another recited element of means, is subject to an undue breadth 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. In re Hyatt , 708 F.2d 712,>714 - 715,< 
218 USPQ 195>, 197< (Fed. Cir. 1983) (A single means claim which covered every 
conceivable means for achieving the stated purpose was held nonenabling for the 
scope of the claim because the specification disclosed at most only those means known 
to the inventor.). When claims depend on a recited property, a fact situation comparable 
to Hyatt is possible, where the claim covers every conceivable structure (means) for 
achieving the stated property (result) while the specification discloses at most only 
those known to the inventor. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gilhousen. 

Gilhousen teaches the claimed cellular (Abstract and Figure 2) position location system 
method and structure including: the use of a non-DTV broadcast signals (column 5, line 
66 to column 6, line 9) with synchronization (column 5, lines 40-65, and column 5, line 
66 to column 6, line 9) from known transmitter locations, RF receiver (Figure 2), and 
calculating the location of said RF receiver using time differences (column 1, lines 36- 
49, column 5 lines 1-12 and 40-65, and column 9, lines 1-10). 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

6. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Engelbrecht et al (5,510,801 cited on PTO-1449). 
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Engelbrecht et al teaches the claimed position location system method and structure 
including: the use of a non-DTV broadcast signals (Figure 1) with synchronization 
(Figure 3) from known transmitter locations (Figure 1), RF receiver (10). and calculating 
the location of said RF receiver using time differences (Figure 5). 

7. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Connelly (4,555.707 cited on PTO-1449). 

Connelly teaches the claimed position location system method and structure including: 
the use of a non-DTV broadcast signals (30, 34, and 38) with synchronization (Figure 2) 
from known transmitter locations (30. 34, and 38), RF receiver (Figure 4), and 
calculating the location of said RF receiver using time differences (Figure 4).
